fers few of the workers new jobs. 

Let anybody who is satisfied to choose up sides between man- 
agement and labor do so now and read no further. 

Let him sympathize, if he prefers, with the owners who re- 
ported losses of $4.3 million last year; let him defend their shutdown 
as plain economic necessity; and let him further demand to know how 
workers can think they even have a right to hold jobs, much less 
improve their pay, in such a hard-put mill.

Or let him sympathize only with the workers, if he wishes, noting

Nowhere today is this situation 
more acute than in Latin Ameri- 
ca. Here, generally speaking, 
great cities are on the move, 
proud symbols of modern prog- 
ress, while the countryside and 
its inhabitants too often stagnate 
in the past. 

For example, in Lima, Peru, 
a handsome capital, one can see 
the problem focused sharply. 
Lima is girded by unimaginably 
evil slums: foul dumps, ravaged 
by herds of rooting pigs, heaped 
with garbage smoking throuzh 
spontaneous combustion: a Dan- 
tesque inferno without electricity, 
running water, sewage disposal, 
or even a police force. 

Nevertheless the population of 
this miserable haven grows. 
Despite the horrors to be found 
there, poor Indians quit their 
hovels in the high Andes be 
cause it is more comfortable to 
live in a Lima slum. 

Peru has begun a most low- 
cost housing project to allevi- 
ate this squalor. However, the 
more sium conditions are im- 
proved, the more destitute In- 
dians will drift to Lima from the 
austere massif. If Lima is at- 
tractive to them in the form of 
waterless, lightless shacks scav- 
enged by swine, how much more 
attractive it will seem with even 
minimal slum clearance. 

Mexico City is magnificent: 
but regions of the hinterland 
groan in poverty. Buenos Aires 
is too top heavily large for Ar-

You Can Test Yourself To See 
If Prayer Has Proper Motive 


I like to think of prayer as a spiritual compass. A compass does not re- 
move the obstacles in one’s path, but it does give one a sense of direction. We 
“Thy will be done.”” God’s will is always wiser than our 


own. aay people bring their selfish buckets to the place of prayer and ask God to fill them up. 
We ought to bring our buckets and say, ‘‘Here I am, Lord, give me what is best for me.”” Why do 
people pray? I believe there are two basic and fundamental forces behind prayer. 


First, people pray out of sheer 
selfishness. We pray for the 
things we want. Here is a good 
way to test your prayers to see 
if they are motivated by self- 
ishness. Ask yourself these ques- 
tions: ‘‘Is this prayer to fulfill 
a desire or a real need in my 
life?’”’ If the prayer is to satis- 
fy a desire, it is very likely that 
it is selfish. ‘‘Would I be willing 
to make the same request for 
the person I like least?’’ If you 
are unwilling for your enemy 
to receive the thing for which 
you pray, it just might be moti- 
vated from a selfish desire. 

Second, some of our prayers 
stem from the desire to know 
God and His will. When prayer 
is motivated by this strong de- 
sire to discover God’s will for 
life, we have reached a high 
plateau on the slopes of prayer. 
Prayer is not an effort to evade 
God’s will; it is the desire to 
know God’s will. Someone said, 
‘Prayer is not the overcoming 
of God’s reluctance; it is the 
taking hold of God’s willing- 
ness.”’ 

I received a letter some 
months ago from a friend. He 
has suffered for a number of

Then Moses had a call to Ab 
beville district, S.C. Teaching 
there, he prepared John C,. Cal- 
houn for Yale and in 1795 married 
the boy’s sister, Catherine Cal- 
houn. She survived the marriage 
hardly more than a year, and an 
infant daughter also died. 


In 1800 the widower discovered 
his old sweetheart, Eliza Pleas- 
ants, was still unwed. The were 
married, and four years later 
Moses established the school 
which was to make him famous, 
Willington Academy in South 
Carolina’s Abbeville district 
across the state line from Georgia. 


AUSTERE SCHOOL 

John Donald Wade has de 
scribed : “People said 
it was a place ‘of plain dressing, 
plain eating, hard working, close 
studying, close watching — and 
when needful, good whipping.’ ”’

“1 master, made for strict discipline. 


“Although some of his pupiis 
thought him cruel and severe,” 
one historian comments, “‘he had 
an unusual capacity for stimulat- 
ing in boys a desire to learn.” 


A. B. Longstreet, greatly influ- 
enced by his years at Willington, 
described a fictional schoolmaster 
based on Waddel as ‘‘extremely 
austere.” 


SAW CHILDREN THRIVE 

The stern discipline was ex- 
tended to Waddel’s home life, 
Northen says, and “he had the 
satisfaction of living to see his 
children occupy highly honorable 


positions in the community.” 


Son John Newton Waddel helped 
found the Univeristy of Missis- 
sippi, helped organize the first 
General Assembly of the South- 
ern Presbyterian Church at Au- 
gusta, Ga., and in 1868 was mod- 
erator of the General Assembly, 
highest honor which can be con- 
ferred by his church. 


Moses Waddel continued to 
preach as well as teach. The Col- 
lege of South Carolina honored 
him with the degree of doctor of 
divinity. 

MISSION OF U. GA. 


In 1819 he was elected presi- 
dent. of the University of Georgia 
to fill the vacancy created by the 
death of Dr. Robert Finley. He 
“found the university prostrated, 
with only seven students,”’ North- 
en recalls. ‘“‘He entered upon his 
administration with his usual 
ability .. . So great was his repu- 
tation that the number of stu- 
dents rapidly jumped to 100.” 


The university grew in influ- 
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ence and public favor. Moses was 

“coordinally supported by the 
standard of morality.”’ Dr. Alonzo 
Church, mathematics professor 
who succeeded Dr. Waddel as 
president, testified that Moses 
“always had in view the spread- 
ing of the gospel.” 


Another observer declared the 
educator-minister “labored earn- 
estly to influence as many as 


possible of the students to conse-. 


crate their talents to the service 
of God.” 


After 10 years in Athens, Moses 
Waddel resigned his post. The 
day he left for his old haunts at 
Willington, faculty and students 
marched to his home in a body to 
say goodbye. The years of leisure 
he had looked forward to were 
marred by a stroke of paralysis. 
Dr. Waddel died in Athens at the 
home of his educator-son, Prof. 
James P. Waddel, July 21, 1840. 


Northen sums up: ‘‘He left a 
record of usefulness that will 
honor the state for all time to 
come.”

The courthouse cafeteria was 
closed to the public and opened 
to employes of the Courthouse and 
adjoining administration  build- 
ing, jurors, officer and attaches 
of the courts Friday and served 
Several Negroes. 


The Negroes’ lawyer, Donald 
l.. Hollowell, requested that the 
terms be more fully defined in 
the new stgatus—of the cafeteria 
to avoid further problems.

AGREEMENT WITH OPERATOR 


“We will serve all people in all 
classes we profess to serve with- 
out discrimination,’ Sheats told 
the court. To specify whether or 
not all subpoenaed jurors or only 
those impaneled, would be served, 
for instance, would only create 
problems, he said. 


‘Your honor, if we have too 
much trouble over this thing we 
won't serve anyone,’ the county 
attorney said, referring to the 
agreement with A. T. Davis, who 
operates the cafeteria, Davis 
House No. 1. Davis had first 
requested that the lease be ter- 
minated at midnight Nov. 30, and 
then agreed to continue opera- 
tions on the present basis. 


VOLUME OF BUSINESS 


Davis is continuing to operate 
the cafeteria, provided the volume 
of business is sufficient to make 
it successful, and ‘“‘the unpleasant- 
ness and confusion which we en- 
vision at the present’ is avoided. 


In his earlier request to the 
County Commissioners that his 
lease be terminated Davis had 
stated his fear that ‘‘were we to 
operate an integrated facility at 
the Courthouse, it would only re- 
sult in additional pressures being 
brought to bear on us to integrate 
our other establishments.”’ 


The suit, filed in 1960 along with 
similar suits concerning City Hall 
and state Capitol eating facilities, 
was brought by Charles M. An- 
drews and John L. Gibson. It al- 
leged that the Negroes were re- 
fused service only because of race 
and that the cafeteria customarily 
called the police and had the 
Negroes arrested when they 
sought service.

But now, do we just go back 
to the old rule of local educa- 
tion. which set up geographi- 
cal boundaries for school dis- 
tricts and required students to 
enroll in the school which 
served the area in which they 
lived? 


Is this, then, the end of pupil 
placement? 


Many will say it should be, 
and for several different rea- 
sons. 


They will say it was awk- 
ward, contrived and difficult to 
administer in the first place. 
To bring Donita Gaines from 
the community of Anderson 
Avenue on the near Northwest 
side, where Turner High is lo 
cated, to Northside Drive and 
West Wesley Road was a long 
commutation for any pupil, 
morning and afternoon. Even 
at this distance, we hear many 
complaints from New York that 
school children are transported 
from one end of Manhattan to 
the other to meet the require- 
ments of nonsegregation. Is this 
really what our law intends? 


They will notice that Donita, 
a conscientious and bright stu- 
dent, nevertheless had to study 
eight or 10 hours a night to 
keep up her high grades. They 
will repeat what they have al- 
ready believed, that standards 
of teaching and grading differ 
in various schools. Should a 


young student be taken from the 
society of her peers and made 
to compete under unaccustomed 
and apparently more difficult 
terms? 


Others will wonder if others 
among the many Negro stu- 
dents rejected for re-placement, 
presumably less academically 
talented than Donita, might 
have been less sensitive and 
found their place in the com- 
placent current of average 
scholarship. 


Some, feeling a _ vindication 
of their prejudices against inte- 
gration in the first place, will 
feel Donita’s withdrawal proves 
all their points. They will be 
glad to see the effort fail. 


They will remember the re- 
cent case of Sandra Melkild, 
the girl who wished to change 
public high schools because she 
and her parents feared she 
would suffer trauma and per- 
sonality damage at her assigned 
school,

The difference, of course, is 
that Sandra and her parents 
were anticipating her damage 
and Donita has proven hers. 
There is a difference in degree 
which might suggest better 
faith. 


Aside from these two cases, 
does this permission refused 
one girl and granted another, 
now open the door to wholesale 
demands for transfer? Will 
there now be pressures of ev- 
ery kind, sincere and whimsi- 
cal, from families seeking to 
place their children in ‘‘better,” 
“easier,”’ ‘‘more convenient,”’ or 
simply another public school 
they might like to try out? 


We can pity the children who 
have been the shock troops of 
integration — both Negro and 
white. They are vulnerable, 
and have not asked for their 
burden. 


But, since the issue hinges on 
equal opportunity for all, the 
rules must be the same. Place-

Story Behind Yule Tree on Exhibit 


Provides Link Between Atlanta, Russia 


By YOLANDE GWIN 


Old Russia and Atlanta are 
far apart in tradition, cus- 
toms and geography, but a 


beautiful Christmas tree has 
linked the two places in an 
interesting and _ sentimental 
way. 


In the sixth annual Christ- 
mas Trees Around the World 
extravaganza sponsored by the 
‘Cherokee Garden Club at the 
Atlanta Art galleries, the new- 
est exhibit is a traditional tree 
of Old Russia. 


The setting for the tree is 
equally as dramatic as the 
story behind it. The background 
sets the scene of Christmas in 
a palace in Old Russia. The 
re-created view from a window 
in the winter palace in St. 
Petersburg overlooks the Red 
Square. The room is furnished 
in the elaborate fashion of 
the era, with the tree laden 
with velvet and jeweled orna- 


ments. A portrait of Emperor 
Alexander II hangs over the 
mantel. The window view— 
which occupies a large section 
of the wall—was painted by 
Ramon Chatov, noted Russian 
artist now living in Atlanta. 


The tree was decorated by 
Mrs. James Black, Mrs. Stock- 
ton Broome III and Mrs. 
Spencer Allen, of the Cherokee 
club. It could well be called 
“‘Douschka’s”’ tree because this 
was the name of the little 
Southern girl who is related to 
so many Atlantans. Douschka 
means ‘“‘Sweet Little Darling’ 
in Russian. 


The story begins over 100 
years ago. 


In 1856, Francis W. Pickens, 
a senator from South Caro- 
lina, married Lucy Holcomb 
in Washington, D.C. She was 
quite a favorite of the then 
U. S. president, James Bu- 
chanan. Soon after her mar- 


riage to Sen. Pickens, the 
president appointed the young 
man as Minister to St. Peters- 
burg. 


Mrs. Pickens created quite 
a_sensation on her arrival at 
the court of the Romanoffs. 
She completely won the hearts 
and close friendship of Alex- 
ander II and the Empress 
Maria. In 1858, just before the 
birth of the Pickens’ baby, the 
Emperor and Empress insisted 
that the Americans make their 
home in the Imperial Palace. 


ROYAL GODMOTHER 


When the baby arrived, the 
Empress exacted a promise 
that she should be the God- 
mother. She wanted the privi- 
lege of giving the baby one 
of its names, and asked that 
the child be called by that 
name. So when the golden- 
haired little girl opened her 
eyes for the first time in this 
world, they were dazzled by the

splendor of an Eastern palace. 
She first heard a salvo of 


artillery, a distant boom of 
cannons and the blare of 
trumpets. It was a national 


salute ordered by the Em- 
press and the Imperial band 
was commanded to play in 
honor of the occasion. 


The baby’s christening took 
place at the palace in the Im- 
perial chapel. When the bishop 
held the baby and asked ‘“‘please 
name this child,”’ the Empress 
replied, ‘‘Her name shall be 
Douschka.”’ 


Two years later Minister 
Pickens was elected governor 
of South Carolina. He resigned 
his diplomatic post and re- 
turned home. When the mes- 
sage was sent to fire on Ft. 
Sumter, a Kansas City paper 
reported that three - year - old 
Douschka pressed the button to 
send the fatal reply. 


DRAMA-DOTTED 

Douschka grew up in 
Edgefield County, S. C. Her life 
was dotted with dramatic epi- 
sodes. She married Dr. George 
Dugas of Atlanta and Augusta 
and Columbia, S. C. 


Douschka’s leadership and 
skill as a rider was noticed 
during the tense days of the 
military occupation of the Con- 
federate states by the Federal 
troops during the Reconstruc- 
tion. She led into the streets 
of Edgefield, 1,500 of Wade 
Hampton’s mounted Red Shirt 
Vigilantes to disperse an upris- 
ing of ex-slaves. This was the 
beginning of the removal of 
Federal patrol.

Intermarriages among. well- 
known Southern families provide 
another link with the beautiful 
Russian Christmas tree which 
naturally holds a very special 
interest to Atlanta. Little Dous- 
chka’s Atlanta relatives are 
Mrs. Bernard Wolff (she was 
formerly Douschka Brown), 
Mrs. William D. Ellis, Mrs. 
Frederick Pember, Mrs. John 
Wyant, Mrs. Hugh F. Fenion 
and Mrs. Robert Schwab Jr. 
The latter four are members 
of the Cherokee Garden Club. 


In a country that covers one 
sixth of the land surface of the 
globe, customs naturally vary 
and little remains today of the 
many Christmas traditions of 
Old Russia.

One of the strongest moves by 
the GEA will be toward financ- 
ing a new teacher salary scale— 
frum national, state and local 
funds—that would range from $4,- 
000 to $7,500 per year. 


Frank Hughes, executive secre- 
tary of the GEA, said the aver- 
age Georgia teacher’s salary is 
only $4,078. The national average 
is $5,215. 


He said the GEA is interested 
in working out ‘‘a sound program 
for four years so there won't have 
to be a financial crisis every 
year” over teacher salaries. 


Hughes said the average per 
Capita salary increase in Geor-. 
gia during the past 10 years was 
426 per cent, while the average 
per capita salary rise for teachers 
was only 231 per cent. 


Proposed GEA legislation also 
includes more financing for the 
University System. 


“This,” it said, “should in- 
clude funds to attract and hold 
competent teachers, and provide 
buildings and equipment neces- 
sary to accommodate all students 
who can profit by a college edu- 
cation.” 


The GEA also hopes to repeal 
the present law which prohibits 
undergraduate students from en- 
tering state colleges after the age 
of 21. 


The law apparently was passed 
to limit desegregation attempts. 


The GEA committee “will con- 
tinue to oppose vigorously any 
and all bills that would tend to 
make the Teachers Retirement 
System actuarially unsound.” 


To help finance the GEA pro- 
posals it will support any legis- 
lation to more equalize the prop- 
erty tax assessments in the state. 


The GEA again will sponsor 
three bills which were introduced 
year before last and passed by 
the Senate.These include: 


1. Restoring the right of a 
school superintendent to recom- 
mend his personnel. 


2. Setting qualifications for su- 
perintendents to meet the require- 
ments of the Southern and Geor- 
gia accrediting commissions.

In what diseases does one not 
use salt, soda or baking powder, 
not even in cooking?

Primarily diseases of the heart 
and/or kidneys and some cases of 
cirrhosis of the liver. The three in- 
gredients all contain sodium. A 
low-sodium diet is helpful in con- 
ditions in which the body has dif- 
ficulty in throwing off excess wa- 
ter, and sodium has the trait of 
attracting and holding the fluid. 
This is what dropsy is — swelling 
caused by too much water accu- 
mulating in the tissues. 


The modern diuretic drugs are 
so effective in getting rid of wa- 
ter in such cases that the low- 
sodium diet is no longer as im- 
portant as it once was.

In a pre-game strategy session with quarterback 
Francis Tarkenton last week, Minnesota Viking Coach 
Norm Van Brocklin chanced to remark that there is no 


team in football he’d rather defeat than the Los Ange- 
les Rams. 


Due to one thing and another, the fiery Dutchman departed 
from Los Angeles on unfriendly terms with the Rams. He then 
came out of “retirement’’ to pitch the Philadelphia Eagles to the 
NFL championship last year. 


Now, in his first season as a coach, 
Van Brocklin has astonished the pros 
by whipping together a young team 
which has won three games, 


Key man on this surprising outfit 
is Tarkenton, who is a cinch to nail 
down rookie quarterback honors. Under 
Wallace Butts at Georgia, Tarkenton 
learned to carry out instructions. So 
when Van Brocklin told Tarkenton 
that the Rams were the team to beat, 
the rookie ace took his coach at his 
word. 


Tarkenton completed 21 of 30 passes 
for 252 yards and four touchdowns last 
Sunday afternoon as the Vikings van- 
quished Van Brocklin’s former mates, 
42-21. 


& Fray “The team gave Coach Van 
Outlar Brocklin the game ball,”’ Tarkenton 
said Monday afternoon on the Minneapolis end of the line. “He 
was really happy.”’ 


The modest Tarkenton had failed to mention that he had given 
Coach Van Brocklin the game. 


In gunning down the Rams, Tarkenton outfired one of his boy- 
hood idols by a wide margin. Zeke Bratkowski, who now quarter- 
backs L. A., was pitching for Georgia when Tarkenton was a fuzzy- 
cheeked youngster in Athens. Charlie Britt, who shared the signal 
slot with Tarkenton on the 1959 Georgia champs, is also a Ram, a 
member of the defensive unit. 


—Thirteen TD Passes and THE Long Run 


Mention of Britt reminded Tarkenton of the 52-yard touchdown 
run he had made in an earlier fracas with the Rams. ‘Britt wants 
everyone to know that he wasn’t playing safety when I made that 
run,”’ quipped Tarkenton. ‘‘He was on the bench at the time. 


**Most surprised man in the stadium when I scored that touch- 
down was me,’ ' Tarkenton continued. ‘‘I was really shocked. I rolled 
out and just kept going.’ 


Tarkenton, who was not noted as a speedster at Georgia, seemed 
as proud of his long run as the 13 TD passes he has thrown for the 
Vikings. He made a spectacular debut with four touchdown strikes 
against the Bears. And, of course, he hit the TD target four times 
Sunday. 


Tarkenton, as usual, was anxious to pass compliments to team- 
mates and his coach. He heaped lavish praise on receivers Tommy 
Mason, Hugh McElhenny and Jerry Reichow and other Vikings 
and Van Brocklin. 


“I was fortunate to play football for Coach Butts and Coach 
Trippi at Georgia,’’ Tarkenton said. ‘‘Coach Butts and Van Brocklin 
think about the same on the passing game. So I had a good back- 
ground, and Van Brocklin has helped me very much. 


‘“‘He lets me call the plays, and that has given me confidence 
and the other players confidence in me,’’ Tarkenton said. ‘‘Only way 
you can learn to make a decision is by making decisions. 


‘“‘We have a young team, and it’s really fun to play with this 
team. We believe we'll have a contender in a couple of years.’

It’s more than a coincidence that teams on which Tarkenton 
play are better than advertised. It started at Athens High. Then, 
in 1959, Georgia won the SEC crown as the darkest of the dark 
horses. Now, the new Vikings were not supposed to win a game, but 
they have won three in their maiden campaign. 


“Do I still study films like I did at Georgia?’’ Tarkenton re- 
peated a question. “I study them a lot more now. In fact, that’s 
helped me a lot. I’ve learned the personnel of other teams. I know 
what certain defenders can do, etc.” 


We asked Tarkenton what the pros are really like? 


“They hit hard and they make few mistakes, but it’s a great 
game,” Tarkenton replied. ‘‘I can only speak for myself, but I 
haven’t been the victim of any dirty football. They just hit real 
hard.” 


Asked to single out a few individuals who hit the hardest, 
Tarkenton quickly answered: ‘‘Gino Marchetti of Baltimore is in 
a class by himself as a defensive end. Leo Normellini of the 49ers, 
Henry Jordan of the Packers and Alex Karras of the Lions are 
others I think of right off. They’re tough.”’ 


It was ironic that Marchetti was the first man Tarkenton listed, 
for the veteran Colt is one of the few pros who doesn’t foresee a 
bright future for Francis. He was recently quoted as saying Tarken- 
ton darts around too much. 


Mr. Van Brocklin, a renowned authority on quarterbacking, 
does not agree. If modesty did not forbid, the Dutchman would lay 
it on the line and say that Tarkenton is the greatest quarterback 
since Van Brocklin. 


Hard-luck George Shaw is another Tarkenton booster. Shaw 
knew from the very start that Tarkenton would mature into a star, 
for great quarterbacks have haunted him. At Baltimore, Shaw lost 
his job to Johnny Unitas. At New York, Charley Conerly rediscov- 
ered the Fountain of Youth. At Minnesota, Shaw was set as the 
No. 1 signal caller until the Vikings unveiled the rookie of the year.

If you met Brooks Holleman on the street, you

There is no magic wand you 
can wave to get the all-out cooperation of an en- 
tire community in the establishment of a fine 
shooting area.

We didn’t have long—Brooks and I—to look 
over his rugged layout of hills, swamps and 
creeks.

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of the small chuffa patches, planted, near the top 


of a ridge. 


‘The more experienced any hunter is, the slow- 
er and quieter‘he moves through the woods. In 
dry leaves, even the forest birds and animals 
make some noise. A browsing deer, a feeding gob- 
bler, or a squirrel scratching around for acorns 
or other tidbits, cannot feed in absolute silence. 
No other creature makes a sound like a man 
walking through the woods, especially if he is 
traveling at his usual clomp-clomp-clomp, as he 
hurries from one spot to another. 


I was impressed that my hunting partner 
moved only a few careful steps at the time, then 
paused, so that the pattern of his movement some- 
what resembled a foraging buck. When it was nec- 
essary to speak at all, we exchanged words under 
our breath, in syllables which certainly could not 
have been audible more than a few feet away. I 


liked the way that fellow hunted.
